PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

We  are  pleased  to  present  the  fol¬ 
lowing  message  from  Charlotte  Landt, 
the  new  president  of  the  Alumnae 
Association: 

Sister  Alumnae: 

Last  October  we  solemnly  pledged 
ourselves  to  uphold  those  standards 
and  ideals  for  which  Miss  McMilllan 
struggled  as  she  directed  the  desti¬ 
nies  of  our  School,  its  students,  and 
its  graduates.  Let  us  now  take  stock 
of  the  many  opportunities  open  to 
us  for  the  fulfillment  of  our  pledge. 

First  there  is  the  privilege  of  mem¬ 
bership  in  our  Alumnae  Association 
which  can  function  effectively  only 
to  that  degree  to  which  its  financial 
resources  will  permit  it  to  do.  These 
financial  resources,  in  turn,  are  de¬ 
pendent  solely  upon  Association  mem¬ 
berships.  With  the  first  quarter  of 
this  current  year  practically  ended, 
barely  one-sixth  of  our  graduates  have 
either  renewed  their  membership  or 
enrolled  as  new  members.  During 
1938  our  total  enrolment  including 
all  types  of  memberships  did  not  ex¬ 
ceed  606  members.  Can  it  be  possible 
that  we  are  as  indifferent  to  the 
welfare  and^  future  of  our  School,  its 
students,  and  its  graduate  body  as 
these  figures  would  seem  to  indicate? 
Is  this  the  extent  of  every  gradu¬ 
ate’s  interest,  even  in  the  face  of 
this  past  year’s  events  which  have 
revealed  the  need  for  everyone’s  con¬ 
structive  thinking  and  loyal  support? 
Is  this  the  manner  in  which  we  in¬ 
tend  to  demonstrate  our  loyalty  and 
devotion  to  everything  that  Miss  Mc- 
Millar  cherished  and  considered  vital 
to  our  own  welfare  and  that  of  our 
Alma  Mater?  Is  this  the  manner  in 
Vv'hich  we  are  going  to  assure  the 
incoming  Director  of  our  assistance 
and  suport?  We  should  feel  grateful 
that  one  of  our  own  number  was 
chosen  for  this  very  important  posi¬ 
tion.  Therefore  let  us  rally  to  the 
aid  of  our  Membership  Committee 
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in  bringing  every  graduate  into  the 
fold. 

Next  in  importance  to  member- 
c^hip  in  our  Association  is  active  par¬ 
ticipation  in  all  of  its  affairs,  not  the 
least  of  which  are  its  regular  meet¬ 
ings.  An  audience  is  essential  if  we 
are  to  have  interesting  programs. 
Hence,  let  us  enthusiastically  sup¬ 
port  our  Social  and  Program  Commit¬ 
tee  that  its  members  may  be  assured 
of  a  large  attendance  rather  than 
empty  seats.  The  Committee  will 
welcome  any  and  all  helpful  sugges¬ 
tions  in  making  our  programs  inter¬ 
esting  and  varied.

The  Weeks  of  Free  Care  Fund  (For 
the  care  of  our  members  residing  in 
First  District  should  they  need  to 
be  hospitalized  because  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis)  . 

Existing  policies  in  connection  with 
some  of  these  projects  may  be  in 
need  of  revision  because  of  unforeseen 
changes  in  our  entire  local  and  na¬ 
tional  structure.  Since  great  demands 
are  made  from  time  to  time  against 
certain  of  these  Funds,  it  may  be¬ 
come  necessary  to  establish  certain 
plans  whereby  a  steady  increase  in 
each  Fund  would  be  assured.  Each 
Fund  is  supervised  and  controlled  by 
our  Board  of  Directors  together  with 
custodial  committees,  but  each  indi¬ 
vidual  member  of  our  Association 
should  feel  it  her  duty  to  take  an 
active  part  in  the  group’s  thinking 
and  be  prepared  to  offer  constructive 
recommendations  at  the  time  of  our 
Association  meetings.

When  the  attempt  was  made  last 
fall  to  reach  every  graduate  of  the 
School  in  sending  out  the  letters  ±n. 
regard  to  the  Helena  McMillan  Edu¬ 
cational  Fund,  many  of  the  letters 
were  returned  unclaimed,  some  of 
them  showing  evidence  of  having 
been  forwarded  several  times  in  vain.

Much  credit 
is  due  the  Fund  committee  for  their 
heroic  work  in  starting  this  file  and 
completing  it  to  its  present  stage. 
From  now  on  we  must  depend  on  our 
graduates  to  keep  us  informed  of 
their  changed  names  and  addresses. 

The  list  of  "lost”  graduates  sent 
out  with  our  January  News  Letter 
was  carefully  compiled  by  Ella  Van 
Horn  ’21,  one  of  the  members  of 
the  Fund  committee.  Quite  a  response 
has  been  obtained,  but  there  are  many 
still  among  the  missing.  We  are  very 
grateful  for  the  information  so  far 
obtained,  and  hope  that  before  long, 
every  graduate  will  be  located. 

ALUMNAE  MEETINGS 

The  February  and  March  Alumnae 
meetings,  held  at  Sprague  Home, 
have  had  a  much  better  than  usual 
attendance,  and  it  is  hoped  this  trend 
will  continue,  as  there  is  much  im¬ 
portant  business  to  transact.

MESSAGE  TO  ALUMNAE 
MEMBERS 

Since  there  appears  to  be  confusion 
in  the  interpretation  of  our  Alumnae 
Association’s  five  classes  of  member¬ 
ship,  it  may  be  wise  to  review  them 
briefly  in  order  that  all  graduates  of 
our  School  may  understand  what  is 
meant  by  the  terms:  Active;  Associ¬ 
ate;  Non-Resident;  Tentative;  and 
Honorary. 

ACTIVE:  Any  graduate  of  the 
School  of  Nursing  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  in  good  standing,  who  re¬ 
sides  within  the  area  covered  by  the 
First  District  of  the  Illinois  State 
Nurses  Association,  is  eligible  for  ac¬ 
tive  membership  if  she  has  taken  her 
State  Board  Examinations  and  has 
maintained  her  State  registration. 

First  District  includes  all  of  Cook, 
Lake,  and  Du  Page  Counties.  All 
graduates  of  our  School,  in  good  stand¬ 
ing,  registered,  and  actively  engaged 
in  nursing  of  any  type,  and  in  any  lo¬ 
cation  within  the  limits  of  Cook,  Lake, 
and  Du  Page  Counties,  are  expected 
to  hold  ACTIVE  memberships  in  their 
Alumnae  Association  in  order  to  main¬ 
tain  their  membership  in  the  First  Dis¬ 
trict,  State,  and  National  organizations, 
since  active  membership  dues  include 
not  only  their  Alumnae  memberships, 
but  also  membership  in  First  District, 
State  and  National  Associations. 

ASSOCIATE:  This  type  of  mem¬ 
bership  does  not  apply  to  our  gradu¬ 
ates  actively  engaged  in  nursing  any¬ 
where  within  Cook,  Lake,  or  Du  Page 
Counties,  as  it  does  not  carry  with  it 
a  membership  in  the  First  District, 
State,  and  National  Associations. 

If  you  hold  an  Associate  Member¬ 
ship  and  are  actively  engaged  in  nurs¬ 
ing  anywhere  within  the  area  described 
above,  you  are  not  a  member  of  any 
other  nursing  organization  unless  you 
are  paying  individual  membership  dues 
therein.  Certainly  there  is  no  gradu¬ 
ate  of  the  School  of  Nursing  connected 
with  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  Chi¬ 


cago  who  does  not  wish  to  be  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  her  State  and  National  Associa¬ 
tions  if  she  is  engaged  in  active  nurs- 
ing. 

Associate  Membership  applies  to 
those  graduates  of  our  School  in  good 
standing,  who  are  not  registered  nurses 
and  who  are  no  longer  actively  en¬ 
gaged  in  nursing,  but  whose  loyalty 
and  interest  in  our  School  and  its  wel¬ 
fare  inspires  them  to  support  their 
Alumnae  Association  and  take  an  ac¬ 
tive  part  in  its  many  worthy  projects. 

An  Associate  member  "shall  have 
all  rights  and  privileges  of  active  mem¬ 
bership  in  all  matters  pertaining  strict¬ 
ly  to  the  Alumnae  Association,  except 
for  the  following  restrictions:  She 
may  not  hold  office,  become  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  nor  vote  on 
matters  pertaining  to  the  First  District, 
the  State  or  National  nursing  organiza¬ 
tions  with  which  this  Association  is  or 
may  become  affiliated.” 

An  Associate  member,  however, 
may  participate  in  all  committee  or 
Alumnae  activities  that  have  to  do 
with  Alumnae  affairs.  Her  attendance 
at  Alumnae  meetings  and  all  other 
Alumnae  functions  is  earnestly  solici¬ 
ted.  The  'Alumnae  Association  needs 
the  good  will  and  assistance  of  all 
those  graduates  residing  in  Cook, 
Lake,  and  Du  Page  Counties  who  are 
no  longer  active  in  nursing,  fully  as 
much  as  it  needs  the  support  of  its 
Active  members.  It  is  in  dire  need  of 
the  moral  and  financial  support  of  all 
graduates,  in  good  standing,  of  our 
School,  regardless  of  what  their  classi¬ 
fication  as  to  membership  may  be. 

NON-RESIDENT:  This  type  of 
membership  includes  "any  graduate  of 
the  School  of  Nursing  of  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Hospital  in  good  standing  and 
registered”  who  does  not  reside  in  the 
First  District  of  the  Illinois  State  As¬ 
sociation.  "She  shall  have  all  rights 
and  privileges  of  active  membership  in 
all  matters  pertaining  to  the  Alumnae 
Association.  She  shall  be  eligible  for 
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membership  to  the  State  and  National 
organi2ations  through  the  District  in 
which  she  resides,”  whether  it  be  in 
Illinois  or  in  any  other  State  or  Terri¬ 
tory  included  in  the  American  Nurses 
Association. 

TENTATIVE:  This  type  of  mem¬ 
bership  is  reserved  only  for  those  new 
graduates  of  the  School  of  Nursing  of 
the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  residing  in 
First  District,  'who  within  six  months 
after  graduation  have  filed  application 
for  State  Board  Examination  and  have 
signified  their  intention  to  become  Ac¬ 
tive  or  Non-Resident  members  upon 
receipt  of  their  R.  N.  Tentative  mem¬ 
bers  shall  be  dropped  from  this  mem¬ 
bership  if  not  transferred  to  Active 
or  Non-Resident  membership  within 
the  specified  time.” 

HONORARY :  This  type  of  mem¬ 
bership  is  a  self-explanatory  term,  and 
may  be  conferred  "upon  anyone  whom 
the  Alumnae  Association  desires  to 
honor  for  distinguished  service  and 
valuable  assistance  to  the  profession.” 

It  may  be  well  to  call  the  attention 
of  all  Alumnae  members  to  the  fact 
that  "applicants  elected  to  membership 
or  re-instated  at  any  meeting  after  Oc¬ 
tober  1st  of  any  year  shall  be  exempt 
from  payment  of  dues  for  the  year  fol¬ 
lowing  that  for  which  dues  accompany 
the  application.” 

Let  us  all  rally  to  the  support  of  the 
Membership  Committee,  and  adopt  as 
our  slogan,  "A  new  member  for  every 
member  by  January  1,  1940.”
